A Man Cats hl« Threat with a R»zor. 


Some of our readers may have noticed 


toeiilcag«ora»her papers, a statement 
in regard to a man committing suicide 
on the south-bound morning train over 
the Chicago and Alton Railroad. Bev. 
Mr. Granberry. rector of St. John'i 
Church in this city, was on board the 
train and in the car when the ter.lble 
deed was done. We give below the ac- 
count of the affair as detailed in the 
Jelict Bun, which accords in all impor- 
tant particulars with the account of the 
affair as given by Mr. Qranberry:

At first 
it was thought that the man was not 
wounded fatally, and he made further 
attempts to use the razor. At this junc- 
ture the excitement through the train 
reached fever heat, and people ran to 
and fro as though crazed. No ono knew 
what to do. Women fainted and men 
grew pale. In the meantime the poor 
suicide, sweltering in his blood, lay in 
the seat. He was raised up and efforts 
made to revive him, but in vain. His 
death was speedy, as no remedy was 
possible. He is described as a man aged 
^5 years, plainly dressed, baring a well- 
fined oil-cloth valise, and wan ticketed 
for Bpringfleld. All efforts to discover 
his name or further particulars proved 
unavailing. He was not under the influ- 
ence of strong drink, nor did he present 
the appearance of a drinking man 
The
